EMPEROR’S ADDRESS 

TO THE WORKINGMEN. 


Many Things Require Improvement, 
But the Great Common People 
Mu3t Be Patient. 


It is hoped at St. Petersburg that 
favorable results will follow the au¬ 
dience given by Emperor Nicholas ait 
Tsarskoe Selo to a delegation of work¬ 
ingmen. In addition to paternal ad¬ 
vice, the royal family has contributed 
625,009 for the relief of the families of 
those killed or wounded In the rioting 
of January 22. The manufacturers of 
Bt. Petersburg have also made conces¬ 
sion* to the striker 1 *. The situation in 
Poland is still strained, and strikes ore 
reported from Irkutsk and several other 
Siberian towns. Prince Svlatopolk- 
Mirsky haB resigned the Ministry of the 
Interior. 

The Committee on Railroads of the 
Indiana House Is holding up Repre¬ 
sentative Gulrl’s bill against the ac¬ 
ceptance of pass-** by persons in official 
position. The author of the bill says 
he proposes to force the Issue on It. 
It Is likely to provoke a great deal of 
discussion and personal feeHng should 
It be brought up.

Nicholas this afternoon received at 
Tsarskoe Selo a deputation of thirty- 
four wo-klngn en lepresertlng the em¬ 
ployes of the factories and workshops 
of Bt. Petersburg. The deputation was 
accompanied by Minister of Finance 
Kokovroff and Gov. Gen. Trepoff. and 
proceeded by the Imperial railroad to 
Tsarskoe Selo, where carriages were 
awaiting them, er.d they were driven 
to a point near the Imperial pavilion 
On arriving there the workmen were 
admitted to one of the halls of the 
palace.

The Emperor’s Address. 


Bt. Petersburg. Feb. 2. 12:40 a. m.— 
Personal assurances of hi* intention to 
ameliorate the conditions and remove 
the causes In so far as they are econom 
ic which led to the recent strike, were 
delivered by Emperor Nicholas yester¬ 
day to workingmen representing all the 
leading factories of St. Petersburg, who 
at his invitation journeyed to Tsarskoe 
Selo, and were received In audience in 
the hall of Alexander Palace, where 
he has his winter residence. 

This Interview’ face to face with their 
“little father" in whom their faith hp* 
not been shaken by the events of the 
bloody Sunday of January 22. has had 
a far greater and more reassuring effect 
than any number of proclamations by 
Ministers and Governor Generals, and 
the workmen of St. Petersburg are now 
generally inclined to accept the promis¬ 
es of Governor General Trepoff and 
Finance Minister Kekovsoff at their 
face value The gift by the Imperial 
family of 626.000 to aid the families of 
the victims of the conflict on January 
22 also has had an excellent effect and 
as the news slowly permeates the la¬ 
boring classes of Russia, it la expected 
that it will make them content to wait 

for the promised reforms.

Strike Spreads In Provinces. 

___ i 

Like a wave caused by the falling of a 
stone, the strike movement, however, 
is spreading over the great sea of Rus¬ 
sian industrial life; and while Bt. Pe¬ 
tersburg and Moscow, where the trou¬ 
bles began, are now placid, the work¬ 
men of Poland and other provinces 
are not yet calm, and the ripple has 
reached to far off Irkutsk and other 
Siberian towns. 

Emperor Nicholas adopted Hie tradi¬ 
tional fatherly tone In his talk with 
the workmen yesterday. He chided 
them for allowing themselves to be 
misled into engaging in a movement 
Imperiling the internal order of Russia 
and aiding the foreign foe and for at¬ 
tempting to demand by force what he 
otherwise would be willing to do volun¬ 
tarily. The workmen received the royal 
assurances of reform with dheera and 
after a lunch at the imperial table re¬ 
turned to St. Petersburg in the best 
of humor to report to their fellows, as 
enjoined, the words of his majesty. No 
attempt was made by them to. present 
their desires, which already are suffi¬ 
ciently evident.

Manufacturers' Concersiciis. 


Th*» Emperor then said: 

“I have summoned you In order that 
you may hear iny words from my«elf 
and communicate them to your compan¬ 
ion*. The recent lamentable events with 
suHi and but Inevitable results have 
occurred because you allowed your¬ 
selves to be led astray by traitors and 
enernle* to our country. Wheu they 
induced you to nddrera a petition to me 
on your needs they desired to sec you 
revolt against me and my Government. 
They forced you to leave your honest 
work at a period when all Russian 
workmen should be laboring unceasing¬ 
ly In order that we might vanquish our 
obstinate enemy. Strikes and disgrace¬ 
ful demonstrations led the crowd? to 
disorders which obliged and always will 
oblige the authorities to call out troops 
As a result Innocent people w'ere vic¬ 
tims. I know that the lot of the work¬ 
man Is not easy. Many things require 
Improvement, but have patience. You 
Will understand that it Is necensar> to 
be Just toward your employers and to 
consider the condition of our industries. 
Rut to come to me as a rebellious mob 
in order to declare your want* is a 
crime. In my solicitude for the working 
classes I will take measures which will 
assure that everything possible will b? 
done to Improve their lot «nd secure an 
Investigation of their demand* through 
legal channels. I am convinced of the 
honesty of the workmen and their de¬ 
votion to myself and I pardon their 
transgression. Return to your work 
with your comrade* and carry ouf the 
tasks allotted to you. May God assist 


you. 


Cheers Far the Emperor. 


At the conclusion of Ills speech the 
Emperor told the members of the depu 
tation to communicate his words to 
their comrades, and said he would sup¬ 
ply them with printed copies of hlq 
address. 

After-leaving the palace the deputa¬ 
tion proceeded t:» a neighboring church, 
where they prayed and, after kissing 
Ikons, placed lighted candles before 
the shrines. Subsequently they were 
given dlnnertn a building which form¬ 
erly was the high school of Tsarskoe

peror, which wn* drunk with cheers.

MIRSKY’S RETIREMENT 

OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED. 


Bouligan, Former Governor General 
of Moscow, Probably Will Be 
His Successor. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 1—The retire¬ 
ment of Interior Minister Svlatopolk- 
Mlrsky was officially announced to¬ 
day, 111 health being assigned as the 
reaso'n. M. Durnovo, former Minister 
of Posts and Telegraphs, becomes Act¬ 
ing Minleier of the Interior. M Bouli¬ 
gan. former Governor General of Mos¬ 
cow', seemed most likely to be Prince 
Sviatopolk-MIrsky’s successor, but no 
decision hn* vet been reached. The 
gossips are saying that Emperor Nich¬ 
olas has offered the portfolio to M 
Witte. President of the Committee of 
Ministers. 

Prince Svlatopoik-Mlrsky’s desire to 
retire hAd been known for weeks, but 
the manner In which it wa* announced 
was unusual, the retirement of a Min¬ 
ister being generally accompanied by 
an imperial rescript. For this reason 
the form of the announcement is pop¬ 
ularly accepted as a reprimand Among 
the extreme reactionaries and even 
among some of the more mode rate con¬ 
servatives, Prince Svlatopolk-MIrsky. 
has been blamed for having from the 
very outset of his career encouraged all 
sorts of liberal aspirations, which be¬ 
ing Impossible of Immediate realization 
brought the present storm about the 
head of the Government. 


The hopes enlertaired by the Louis¬ 
ville people yesterday that the zero 
weaker promiB£d—*or rather -th renter el 
—by Observer F. J. Walz would fail to 
materialize ^eem to be shavttered. At 
the rate the mercury started d wn the 
thermomttrlcal tube at 8 o’clock lart 
night.

SENATE 


The Court of Inquiry ordered by Gw. 
J. C. YV. Beckham t9 Investigate mat 
ters In the First Kentucky regiment 
sat last night In the office of Col. 
Biscoe Hindman, in the United States 
Trust Company building, but a surpria 
was sprung when it developed that the 
recent rupture between COl. Biscoe 
Hindman and the line of officers of his 
regiment wab not the subject of In¬ 
quiry. The court utterly ignored that 
phase of the local military situation 
and. instoad. Inquired Into the rta- 
*o,n* of the accused officers for failing to 
m ike their property returns by October 
31 ns directed in General Order No. 20. 

The court of Inquiry, if It deems the 
failure of Lhe officers to make their 
property returns promptly sufficient 
cause, may recommend that .any or all 
of them be court-martialed and dis¬ 
honorably discharged from the service. 
One of the attorneys for the line of¬ 
ficers who appeared at the session of 
the court declared that the whole 
business wan “framed up” for the pur¬ 
pose of punishing the officers who took 
a leading part In the fight on Col. 
Hindman, and that their dishonorable 
discharge would certainly follow\ The 
attorneys were particularly bitter be¬ 
cause the court refused to allow the 
line officers to< be represented at the 
hearing by counsel, because the sitting 
was held In the. office of Col. Hindman 
instead of at the armory and because 
Col. Hindman's stenographer was em¬ 
ployed to make the record of the 
court.

Col. Williams Not Present. 


CoL Roger Williams, of Lexington, 
who was the officer directed to preside 
at the Court of Inquiry*. ^*a* ttl and 
urmble to be present, and Maj. K. W. 
Lillard. ns the ttext ranking officer, oc¬ 
cupied the ohalr. Capt. H. H. Uen- 
hardt rut with Maj. LdlUrd, v/hlle Capt. 
A. O Chapman acted as recorder and 
Interrogated the witnesses. Col. Noel 
Gallic*, the Inspector General, wa» 
present, and was frequently called In 
to testify by the court. 

Ail tho line officers with the excep¬ 
tion of Capt. C. M. Llnden-berger. who 
ha* b^en In St. Louis for several 
months on leave of absence, were pres¬ 
ent, while Col. Hindman and many of 
his ?tflff w’ere also in the company.

Administer Oath. 

YYTien the court was organised Capt. 
Chapman, a-* recorder, swore in Maj. 
Lillard and Capt. Denhardt. and the 
oath was administered to him. in turn, 
by Maj. Lillard. Maj. Lillard then nak¬ 
ed if there was any objection to any of 
the officers constituting the court. Mr. 
MacPherson, replying, raid that he had 
appeared for some of the officers, but 
until fto knew definitely who was 
charged with an offense and what that 
charge was he pould not answer the 
court’s question, lhe order calling the 
court was then read and the following 
lirt of officers given as the men “who 
were to be Investigated:” Capt. C. L. 
Grlivrtead. of Company B; Capt. Dan 
Carre! 1. of Company E; Capt. Shirley 
M. Crawford, of Company F; Capt. 
Robert G. Gordon, of Company G; Capt. 
C. M. Llndcnbcrger, of Company H; 
Maj. John H. Mansir and Cnpl. Hal 
Griffith, unassigned. 

At this Juncture, Col. Gaines called 
the attention of the court to the fact 
that a stenographer was present and 
taking notes.

Only One Lawyer. 


MnJ. Lillard replied that the Investi¬ 
gation was not a trial, that the court 
had no authority to find guilty or to 
punish and that the court acted largely 
as a grand Jury, where no attorneys 
are allowed. Mr. Gifford replied that 
no mBn could be required to testify in 
his own case before the grand jury' and 
said before retiring that he would in¬ 
struct Capt. Carroll to claim his con¬ 
stitutional privileges and refuse to an¬ 
swer any question that might hereaf¬ 
ter be used against him In any man¬ 
ner. 

After Mr. Gifford’s retirement Capt. 
Carroll was asked to state hi? name, 
age, rank, residence and business. He 
was then asked if he had received 
General Order No. 20, directing him to 
make a property return by October 31. 
He admitted that he had, and was 
asked when he had complied with the 
order. Capt Carroll said that the St. 
Louis encampment came in September, 
the busiest month In his business, and 
that on hi* return he wn* compelled to 
put In most of his time attending to hi* 
private business and that consequently 
he had been a little late In making the 
return, 

Capt. Shirley M. Crawford was next 
called and was asked the same ques¬ 
tions. Capt. Crawford Identified his 
signature showing that he had received 
the orders. Col. Gaines was called in 
and testified that Capt. Craw’ford's re¬ 
turn had not been received at the Ad¬ 
jutant General’s office until December 
22. Capt. Robert G. Gordon was next 
called, and after being asked the same 
question* testified that he went to an 
infirmary on October 23. w’here an op¬ 
eration was performed, and that he 
was not able tn resume his business du¬ 
ties until December 19. He *nid fur¬ 
ther that It was his recollection that 
his return had been sent in the latter 
part of December.

MnJ. Mansir Heard, 

Maj. John H. Mansir was next called 
in. and hi* examination lasted for a 
long period, the court keeping him be¬ 
fore them for nearly an hour. While 
he was in the room Capt. Morris Rob¬ 
inson. Adjutant of the artillery battal¬ 
ion. was called In. ft* was CoL Noel 
Guinea Col. Gaine? produced the rec¬ 
ords to show that Maj. Mansir"? res¬ 
ignation had never been accepted, and 
that he wn« simply on the retired list. 

Capt. Hal Griffith and Capt. Merton 
Craig were the last men called into the 
room. They were asked the same ques. 
tior.s as were put to the other officers, 
and at the close of Capt. Craig’s ex¬ 
amination the court was adjourned. 

Maj. Lillard, after adjournment, de¬ 
clined to ?ay anything as to whHt oc¬ 
curred before the court. He said he 
was not permitted to say anything, and 
that hte report containing the verdict 
of the court would go through the reg/ 
ular channels.

Frankfort. Ky.. F<1>. 1.—rSpeelil ]—By 
a vote of 25 to 4 the upper House of 
the General Assembly this afternoon 
adopted the report of the Joint Confer¬ 
ence Committee of the two houses, fix¬ 
ing the Hunt place as the site for the 
new 8ta r te Capitol, with additional 
ground to the northeast of that alte. 
and carrying an appropriation of $60,- 
000 for the purchase. The report oa the 
Joint Conference Oormqltte* was rec¬ 
ommended to the Senate by the Library 
and Public Budldlngs Committee of the 
body- as an amendment to nhe Wells 
House measure, arid, as amended, the 
bill was passed. It .will be reported to 
the lower house to-morrow. The 
first Information of the result of tho 
conference of the committee? of House 
and Senate reached the members 
through Courier-Journal dispatches 
this morning, and at first the members 
of the lower house were disposed to 
strenuously’ oppose the purchase of any 
additional property adjoining the land 
fixed In the bill a? passed by the House, 
many of those so oppoted, however, at¬ 
tended the session of rhe Renat® at 
which the amended bill was paused this 
afternoon, and after hearing an expfct- 
natkm of its provision* and the rea¬ 
son* for the additional purchase, ex¬ 
pressed themselves its being of opinion 
'hat It will be better to accept the 
amendments than to refuse, and so pro¬ 
long the extra session, thereby taking 
out of the State Treasury more than 
the additional 420,000 provided for by 
the Joint Conference Committee.

RETURNED AGAINST SENATOR 
MITCHELL AT PORTLAND 


CHARGES HIM WITH BRIBERY 


An Oregon State Senator Indicted 
On Charge of Subornation 
of Perjury. 

4 - 


Portland. Ore., Feb. 1.—'The Federal 
grand Jury late to-day indicted United 
States Senator John H. Mitchell on an 
other charge of bribery, and also in¬ 
dicted State Senator George C. Brow¬ 
nell. one of the foremost Republican 
politicians and lawyers in this State, 
on charges of subornation of perjury. 

The Indictment against Mr. Mitchell 
alleges that while a Senator from this 
State to the Federal Congress he ac¬ 
cepted on seven different occasions 
sums of money aggregating $4,200 from 
a timber and land dealer named Fred¬ 
erick R. Krlbs for services rendered In, 
it Is alleged, Inducing Congressman 
Binger Hermann, then Commissioner 
of the General Land Office at Washing¬ 
ton, to expedite, make special and ap¬ 
prove certain applications for public 
lands and recommend the issuing of 
patents to the lands. 

The indictment ^igalnst Senator 
Brownell charges that Mr. Brownell 
cau?ed Fred Sievers and John Howland 
to swear falsely' that certain field notes 
in connection with the survey of public 
lands In Eastern Oregon were true. 

The Indictment against Mitchell 
makes the charges that In considera¬ 
tion, of his services Kribs gave Mitchell 
two checks for 6500 each on a Roseburg. 
Ore., bank on February 13, 1902; two 
checks on the same bank on June 14, 
1902, for 61.000 each; one check on Sep¬ 
tember 20. 1902. for $500; one check on 
January 4. 1904. for $500 and one check 
on October h. 1904. 


The pre«entatlon of the Amended bill 
to the House will cause much discus¬ 
sion tn ihat body'. It received In the 
Senate the vote* of five Republicans, 
as the result of an agreement secured 
by Senator Cox. of that side, and he 
promised the members of the Joint 
Conference Committee that he would 
secure for It at least a dozen votes 
from t'he Republican side In the lower 
house.

Will Oppose Senate Bill. 

At a meeting held to-night Represen¬ 
tative Miller, of Malison; Wells, bf 
Calloway; Wade, of Green; Day. of 
Rowan, and iwo or thr?e utherv being 
present, determined to make a fight 
against concurrence In :he Senate Bill, 
their objection being that they deem 
wthoUy unnecessary the purchase of the 
additional square of ground, which Sen¬ 
ators Cairtrlll and Cox forced upon the 
Conference Committee and upon the 
Senate. Their plan, and In it they are 
supported by twenty Democratic mem¬ 
bers. Is to refuse to concur hi the Sen¬ 
ate Bill and ask the Senate to recede 
from the Oantrill amendment. If the 
Senate refuses, they will then, as a last 
resort, accept the bill as tt was adopted 
to-day by the upper branch. 

• • • 

Sentiment Against Delay. 

The sentiment for adjournment by 
Saturday next is stronger than it has 
ever been, and many niermbeis are de¬ 
claring that they will support the Sen¬ 
ate BU! with the Cantrlll amendlment, 
though opposed to It, rather than drag 
the session out for another ten days 
nnd necessitate the appointment of an¬ 
other Conference Committee by dis¬ 
agreeing no-w to the bill as passed by* 
the upper house, Tho*e opposing con¬ 
currence to-morrow think they can re¬ 
fuse to oonour. and yet secure final ad¬ 
journment within three days. 

• • • 

Voted At 4 O’Clock. 


The vote on the adoption of the Weil* 
House measure, as amended by the 
Conference Committee report, was 
taken at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and 
the result not surprising. The Sen¬ 
ators voting in the affirmative were 
Bennett. Boole?, Burnam. Cantrlll, Cox, 
Edwards, Farris. Fleming, George, Gil¬ 
len waters, Gorin, Grady. Hickman. 
Kenton, McNutt. Phelps. J. F Porter, 
Nat A. Porter. Prewitt. Prichard. 8ha- 
druaji, Sublett, Taylor, Ward and Whitt. 
Those voting In the negative were Al¬ 
len. O&mm&ck, Carroll, of the Demo- 
rraWc side, ami Combs, of the Repub¬ 
lics n aide. The absentees were Byron, 
Campbell. Catron. Gilbert, Lancaster, 
Richardson and Spence. 

But one speech of any length was 
made on the lloor of the Senate before 
the vote wa« taken, and that wa* by 
Senator George W Hickman, of Mo- 
Lean. who served as chairman of the 
Joint Conference Committee. He arefee 
as the representative of that commit¬ 
tee. and made a clear and able pre¬ 
sentation of the view® of the different 
members and of the committee as a 
whole. He s«Jd that they had reached 
the conclusion that It was better to 
yield a point here and there to mem¬ 
bers of the committee, than to further 
prolong the session. He explained that 
h4s i h wit ion had been that the Capitol 
Commission should be entrusted with 
the selection of the site, and that he 
yielded with the knowledge that the 
Legislature would be doing through 
this bill Just what the cun mission 
wanted the selection of the Hunt Place 
site. He left nothing to be said in ex¬ 
planation of the finding of the Confer¬ 
ence Committee, and upon the conclu¬ 
sion of hlft remarks, and the adoption 
of one or two minor amendments, the 
vole was taken. 

• • • 

Carroll Made Minority Report, 

The vote on the adoption of the Con¬ 
ference Committee report could have 
been taken at the morning session of 
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the Senate, but It wthought beat to 
have the report first submitted to the 
Library and Public Buildings Commit¬ 
tee. which had the House biil under 
consideration, and have that commit¬ 
tee accept the conference report and 
present it to the Senate as an amei d- 
ment to the House bill Accordingly 
the Senate held but a brief mornhig 
session and took a recce* until the aft¬ 
ernoon to give the Library Committee 
time for action. Chairman Oimraack. 
of that committee, called it to order at 
noon and the Senate Conference Com¬ 
mittee met with It. After some diarii-- 
sion. Senator* McNutt, Taylor and 
Boole** agreed to the conference rep rt 
ns a substitute for the House bill. Sen¬ 
ators Cam mack and George did not 
vote, and Senator Carroll announced 
his Intention of making a minority re¬ 
port embodying his views favorab.e to 
the present site. This be did at the 
afternoon session, but did not insist 
upon a vote on his minority report, 
saying that he only made it to make 
clear his views on the subject of Cap¬ 
itol location. When the report was 
made to the Senate, the Senator from 
Owen contented himself with voting 
agalnat the bill, wtth an explanation 
that he did so because the options were 
not legal, and the Senator from Graves 
voted for 1L Senator Cajnmack se¬ 
cured the unanimous adoption of an 
amendment giving the Capitol Commis¬ 
sion the right to condemn a right of 
way from the Hunt site to the Ken¬ 
tucky river for the handling of mate¬ 
rial. and Senator Nat Porter secured 
an amendment perfecting the title of 
the bill. 

• • * 

Nothing To Investigate. 


While making report of the Library 
and Buildings Committee on the House 
bill, Senator Cammnck a.so reported 
unfavorably the Bennett resolution pro¬ 
viding for an investiga tion of the selec¬ 
tion of the architect based upon ru¬ 
mors printed In the Republican press of 
the State. He explained, as did Senator 
Booles, that Senator Bennett and Attor¬ 
ney General Hays had been called be¬ 
fore the committee and had both de¬ 
clined to prefer any charges of miscon¬ 
duct against the members of the Capitol 
Commission or anyone else. 

Senator Bennett asked the Senate to 
pass the resolution by roll call vote, 
the report of the committee to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding. Senator George 
moved a reference to the Judiciary 
Committee to Investigate whether the 
Senate at this extra session had author¬ 
ity to go into matters not specified in 
the proclamation of the Governor. By 
vote of 22 to 7 the Senate so referred 
the resolution of Mr. Bennett. Senators 
Carroll and Taylor voted with the Re¬ 
publicans against any such reference, 
but before the result of the roll call 
was announced Senator Carroll chang¬ 
ed and got over on the Democratic side 
favoring the reference. 

HOW TO GET A QUORUM 

Question That Occupies Attention of 
the House. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. !.—[Special.}— 
The lower house to-day gave up Us 
entire time to a discussion as to wheth¬ 
er some drastic step ljke docking mem¬ 
bers for absence from dally sessions 
should be adopted as a means of secur¬ 
ing a quorum for the transaction of fhe 
business before it. The matter was 
finally postponed until to-morrow morn- 
fng. 

The discussion was started by the In 
troduction of a resolution by Represen¬ 
tative Hargrove, of Fulton, providing 
that members be not paid their per 
diem for days they are not present to 
answer roll call, unless they are de¬ 
tained at home by iliuess or Hindued 
disability. Mr. Rigdcm, of Bracken, 
moved to lay the resolution on the ta¬ 
ble, which the House, by vote of forty- 
live to fourteen refused to do, and Mr. 
Miller, of Madison, raised the point that 
it was out of order for the reason that 
it proposed to amend the Kentucky 
Gtatutes on the subjec t, and this could 
wot be done except through a bill regu¬ 
larly introduced In the Assembly, 
speaker Brown took the point under ad¬ 
visement, and a number of amend¬ 
ments were introduced.

Point of Order Well Taken. 

Speaker Brown here ruled on the point 
raised by Mr. Miller, holding it to be 
well taken, and the original resolution 
of Mr. Hargrove bo be out of order. 
Upon this ruling being announced, Mr. 
Bay, of Graves, sent up a resolution 
recommending that the Speaker enfokte 
the Sections of the statutes regarding 
absentees from the sessions of the As¬ 
sembly, and by consent further dis¬ 
cussion was postponed until to-morrow 
morning at IX o’clock.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The House Com¬ 
mittee on Judiciary to-day authorized 
a favorable report on a bill requiring 
all corporations engaged In interstate 
commerce to make annual reports to 
the Department of Commerce and La¬ 
bor. The bill was amended In com¬ 
mittee so as not to Interfere or con¬ 
flict with,any requirement* In this re¬ 
spect’ originally contained in the act 
creating the department. An amend¬ 
ment was also placed In the biil ex¬ 
empting common carriers from Its op¬ 
eration, as railroads are required to 
report to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The reports required by the bill are 
to be filed by February 1 of each year, 
covering the year preceding December 
31. The information is to contain the 
name of the corporation, the statute 
under which organized.- constituent 
companies, amount and value of stocks 
and bond.« and property constituting 
capitalization, dements upon which 
market value of same Is fixed, earning 
capacity of same, name and address of 
each officer, rules and regulations of 
business. The return is to be made 
under oath and failure to do so lays 
the corporation liable to a restraining 
order from engaging In and the con¬ 
duct of business until the return Is 
made.

Month of January Was Colder Than 
the Average East of the 
Rockies.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The Weather 
Bureau’s summary of crop conditions 
for the month of January, 1D05, is as 
follows: 

East of the Rocky Mountains the 
month was colder than the uvorage, 
with light precipitation in most dis¬ 
tricts. In the Rocky Mountain region 
and to the westward the temperature 
was milder than usual, with more than 
the average precipitation In the South¬ 
ern Plateau region a/id Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. and much lesrf than the aver¬ 
age precipitation ns n whole. Through¬ 
out the Southern States the month was 
unfavorable for the agricultural Inter¬ 
ests. The reports Indicate that winter 
wheat was generally well protected 
westward of the Mississippi river, and 
also In portions of the Ohio valley find 
Middle Atlantic States, but over much 
of the lust named district there was 
insufficient snow protection during the 
severest weather, and In portions of 
Illinois and Indiana It Is feared that 
the crop has suffered Injury, large 
areas being covered with ice. On the 
North Pacific Coast the outlook is fa¬ 
vorable, except for late-sown wheat In 
Washington. In California the pros¬ 
pect is excellent, except along the 
Sacramento river, where some damage 
has been caused by heavy rains.

Caustic Comment On American Ship¬ 
ping In Advocating the Sub¬ 
sidy Measure. 


Washington. Feb. I.—In reporting to 
the House to-day the bill agreed on by 
the Merchant Marine Commission, with 
favorable recommendation from the 
House Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries. Chairman Grosvenor 
makes some caustic comment on the 
condition of American shipping. He 
says that foreign shipping competitors 
are scarcely “rivals.’* they are “tri¬ 
umphant enemies, triumphing over the 
distress that has come to American en¬ 
terprise und rejoicing in the utter ina¬ 
bility of the American people to wisely 
expend their own money." Again he 
1 says: "This bill has stirred.the sluggish 
blood In our foreign compelItora, and 
they see in it danger to their suprem¬ 
acy. Acknowledging our triumphant 
rivalry’ In all branches of business and 
commerce, with the exception of this 
one, England has gloated over our 
weakness in this behaK. England does 
the carrying trade of South America* 
England handles the products of South 
American industries. England crosses 
the rotebty ocean and c irrles away 
raw material that would come to this 
c mi) ||f we had ships trading to 
South America." 

Comment Is made on the hundred- 
mll I Ion-dollar naval bill, with the con¬ 
clusion that “no nation was ever domi¬ 
nant on the sea in lime of war that 


M'as not strong on the sea In time of | 
peace in its merchant marine." 

In conclusion the report says: 

We applaud Che splendid achievement* 
of Japan on the tea, and yet Without her j 
nieroh .itf. marine Japan would have been 
powerless to have delivered the over¬ 
whelming blow that she has upon her I 
adversary. England Is mighty in her 
navy because Is mighty in her met*- | 
Chant marine. Russia preetnU a singular 
c mtriat. and Russia is weak In her mer- j 
choint marine. 

If y*ar should come to-day we have not 
ten ships hi our merchant marine fit j 
to be taken over by the Government for | 
war purposes, and we could not man with i 
efllrien.t pallors one-half the battleships, 
cruisers, torjx.-do boats, etc., of o-ur splen¬ 
did navy.

I 
think the different business Interests of 
the oliy could well afford to have the 
local papers get out Illustrated editions— 
and. of oouree, these would bo sent out to* 
all ports of the country. Tills would get 
the city’s opportunities In all classes’ 
hands, and would keep her name before 
the public. 

Tho next best advertisement after the 
newspaper work Is the interurban serv¬ 
ice. If Louisville could have the atmo 
kind of service as Indianapolis has at 
present, she would double her population 
in ten years. This Is about what Indian¬ 
apolis has done In the same length of 
time. Her wonderful retail trads Is duo 
to this service—or that is what two of the 
most prominent retail merchants told me 
while I was In that city three months 
ago. 

My next suggestion is for the citizens to 
try and gut as many national conclaves 
and conventions as possible, for this 
means you get people from every State 
and Territory- As your city Is noted for 
her hocpHa lty, -he people coming to th >s»e 
meetings will go l*ck to their h mes 
never forgetting to sdy a kind word for 
the city when the chance presents lts_lf. 

Hoping that my predictions for your 
city may come true within the next few 
years.

In 
what has come under my observation, I

The Capitol Site. 

It is very much to be hoped that no 
new complications will result from the 
action of the joint conference commit¬ 
tee in the Legislature upun the proposed 
fit*? of the Capitol. Everything seemed 
to he progressing so satisfactorily that 
ft would be unfortunate if there should 
be renewed antagonism over their re¬ 
port. The recommendation that an ad¬ 
ditional lot of ground should be added 
io the Hunt site Is said to threaten 
dissension, tt would be unfortunate If 
it should prove so. Upon such a ques¬ 
tion it would seem that the views of 
the commission and the architect should 
direct the final action. The additional 
vcni.t is a comparative trifle and should 
prove no objection if those most com¬ 
petent to Judge regard It as advisable. 
With no desire to add to 'the compMca 
tion and no feeling but one of pride 
in the best results as to a worthy build¬ 
ing and location, it is respectfully sug¬ 
gested that all feeling should be set 
aside and the final action of the General 
Assembly be based upon a brond and 
businesslike policy. The people will 
approve anything which may be done 
from this standpoint, and K is quite 
safe to predict after full deliberation 
'the action of the General Assembly will 
be such as to meet the fullest expecta 
tion. 


to tha\ which has been in use in Paris 
for twenty-five years. There they have 
kitchens In the schools and substantial 
little breakfasts and lunches are served. 
The meals are paid for by tickets, which 
are bought in strips and cost six or 
seven cents apiece. A board determines 
what parents shall receive tickets ftee. 
The children themselves do not know 
whether they are using free or paid-for 
tickets and the rich and the poor sit 
down together. 

Depressing as is the state of affairs 
in New York, Louisville people must 
feel even more keenly the pathos of 
such a condition in their home city. 
The teachers who are so generously 
struggling with 'the problem assuredly 
deserve the applause and support of all 
Louisville. 


Exports of Manufactures. 

It appear from a bulletin sent out by 
the Bureau of Statistics that the United 
States exported during the calendar 
year 1904 manufactured goods to the 
value of $502,764,729. This is far larger 
than the export* of this class of good-* 
In any previous year. It surpassed the 
record of 1903 by about $81,000,000. The 
highest previous record was In 1900, and 
that was exceeded last year by about 
$61,000,000. 

The gain in 1904 over the year next 
preceding was mostly In Iron and steel, 
copper and mineral oil. The exports of 
Iron and steel were increased by $29,- 
7/00,000. more than one-third of the total 
increase. The gain In copper and oil 
amounted to $41,000,000. There were 
small gain* in cotton goods and In 
leather and leather goods, while the 
export? of agricultural Implements de¬ 
creased. The total exports of mineral 
oil and copper amounted to more than 
$140,000,000. These two ckUMe# of goods 
are manufactured to a very slight de¬ 
gree before being exported, and yet they 
muke up more than a fourth of the to¬ 
tal. 

Manufactures of Iron and steel, which 
w e exported to the nominal value of 
$129,000,000, In round numbers. Indicated 
the largest gain among article* w’hich 
are essentially changed in the process 
of manufacture. The larger outgo of 
these articles was due to a falling off 
of the domestic demand, and this, in 
turn, was due to high prices. Unwilling 
to make concessions in prices at home, 
the manufacturers were constrained to 
send them out of the country and sell 
them at prices much less than they 
command at home. It ift often charged 
that these export* are sold for less than 
cost, but this is not proved. Nor Is It 
at all probable. It has been repeatedly 
shown that the cost of manufacture In 
the United States for the most of th^se 
good* is considerably less than the cost 
abroad. It seems very likely, therefore, 
that the good* exported were sold at a 
profit, though, of course, at a much 
smaller profit than simitar goods mar¬ 
keted at home. The high tariff on Im¬ 
ports prevents Importations, and so en¬ 
able* the home producers to keep the 
price to Americans far higher than that 
to foreigners. Cheaper production en- 
abJes our manufacturers to undersell 
foreigners In their own markets. They 
could do the same in the home market 
If they wished, but by reason of the 
tariff they are* not compelled to take 
such a course. 

The great increase in the exports of 
Manufactured goods Is frequently re¬ 
ferred to as an exemplification of the 
good effects of a high protective tariff, 
lit is anything but that. The pro¬ 
tective ttirlffys based on the idea that 
it is needed to prevent our manufactur¬ 
ers from being undersold by the makers 
of cheap goods abroad. This argument 
was pressed with a certain plausibility 
whqn we were exporting no manufac¬ 
tured good* In commercial quantities. 
Tariff reformers even then [jointed to 
the markets of the world, and said that 
these would be open to our manufac¬ 
turers if they would cease to depend 
upon protective legislation and go out 
to *eek it. This suggestion was re¬ 
ceived with derision by those to whom 
it was addressee/. They declared that 


"They are attacking us from all sides 
at a distance of ten ca-bleler.gthe." Thus 
the outlines of a single ship grew dur¬ 
ing this conversation to torpedo boats 
attacking from all sides. A* ten cable- 
lengths arc equal to a nautical mile, the 
Captain’s eyesight in the dark must 
have been pretty good.

Unless there be some evidence to show 
the possibility that some of the craft 
were warship* the conclusion will read¬ 
ily be reached that the Russian officers 
were In a condition to see things that 
were not there.

tic* that, owing to the increase of the 
peasant population rinoe the abolition 
of serfdom, the average amount of land 
per peasant ha* now been reduced to 
about half of the original wretched 
strip.

When 
their goods are sold for taxes the Gov¬ 
ernment strips them even of thtir ou‘*r 
clothing and takes everything but the 
walls of their huts. 

Under the Influence of the prohibitory 
tariff, manufactures have been eUamf- 
lated In Russia, and operatives for 
these have been drawn to some extent 
from the pea fan t class, but the same 
system of oppression which has been 
used against the 'tillers of the soil has 
been utilised against them. Low wages, 
long hours of work and ill provided ac¬ 
commodations have wrought the same 
oppression to those engaged* in the fac¬ 
tories *r.d mills, resulting in the strikes 
which have culminated in the disturb¬ 
ances of the post few weeks:

shelter for monox*oly. 


The North Sea Inquiry. 

The commission that is Investigating 
the Russian attack on the fishing boats 
In the North sea is continuing Its work, 
but is getting but a small share of pub¬ 
lic attention. Most people have made 
up 4helr minds about the Incident and 
the testimony given by the Russians. Is 
not likely to change It essentially in ad¬ 
vance of the report.

The Condition In Russia. 

There is no question upon which there 
has been more misconception than that 
of the emancipation of the serfs of 
Russia. They comprised four-fifths of 
the population. The Russian peasant 
had been a slave to the landed proprie¬ 
tor from the beginning of the empire 
and was incapable of owning property 
of any description. Not only the land on 
which he laborei wa** the property of hi? 
master, but also the personal effects in 
the miserable hut tn which he lived and 
the clo;hlr.g of himself and family. 
Men and women were bought 
and sold ami their very fives were sub¬ 
ject to the will of their master. Theo¬ 
retically the Cxar had the same abso¬ 
lute pow'er over the nobles as the lat¬ 
ter hod over the peasants or serfs. Frotn 
the days of Ivan "The Terrible." the 
first Czar, 1547. to the time of Peter the 
Grt-at, the Czar of the Russian people 
smote the nobles with mailed hand. 
Peter Inaugurated a more lenient poli¬ 
cy. But the autocratic power of the 
Czar over all his subject*, from noble 
to serf, has been maintained ever since, 
both in theory arid in practice, when¬ 
ever occasion demanded with a growing 
measure of restraint over the nobles in 
their treatment of the serfs. Much of 
this has been sentimental, however, 
and in general, both before and since 
the emancipation, the peasant has been 
at the mercy of the feudal lord. 

On the 19th of February. 1861, Alex¬ 
ander II., whose life was ended by as¬ 
sassination twenty years later, pro¬ 
claimed the emancipation of the 
serfs, which has linked his 
name utith those of the great liberators 
of the world. But w^iile his purpose 
was noble and hi* act regarded a* an 
evidence of progress, in Russia, to a 
higher plane of civilization and respect 
for poj>u4aj* liberty, the freedom so 
proclaimed has proved more nom¬ 
inal than real. The slave was 
to be given not only his per¬ 
sonal liberty, carrying with it bis right 
to work and enjoy the fruit of his labor, 
but the decree of emancipation provided 
that he should also be endowed utith 
th^ soil which he had cultivated as a 
stave. He was to be given as personal 
property of his own the dwelling in 
which he lived and the ground on 
which It stood. Bui what was regard¬ 
ed at the time as the great act of be¬ 
nevolence was a provision in the 
decree sotting apart four hundred mill¬ 
ion acre* of land. But the gift as It 
vva* called w'as coupled with a consid¬ 
eration to be paid In installments, 
utiiich It was then believed would be 
easily discharged by the peasants. In 
theory it seemed well, but the allot¬ 
ments made to the newly enfranchised 
carried with them a lien for the de¬ 
ferred payments, w’hich In their pov¬ 
erty and lack of thrift the freedmen 
have, In most cases, been unable to dis¬ 
charge, and their condition has been lit¬ 
tle better. If rot worse than in slavery’, 
constituting a state of peonage which 
1* one of the w'orst forms of bondage. 

A very intelligent Russian woman 
Mrs. Kaaherine Breshkwvskaya, a re¬ 
turned Siberian exile, who has lately 
com* to the United State?, has thrown 
much light on ^the practical working 
of these conditions of land tenure, and 
the oppression under which the freed 
SMrf* have labored. She says that 
w x hcn they were emancipated the land¬ 
lords ordered them ofT the land upon 
which they had lived far generations, 
and they were mad* to settle upon 
email allotments of the poorest soil. 
In many cases they refused to abandon 
their old m>mes, preferring serfdom to 
leaving the hut* in wtivich they had 
bet-n reared. Then ensueti a general 
cry of protest by the liberated peas 
ants, which was met with the most rig 
orous brutality. Tror.p* were quartered 
everywhere In peasants* hut*. The men 
were whipped with the knout and the 
women trea ed far W'orse. "In a village 
near ours." she says, "where they re¬ 
fused to leave Uhelr plots they were 
driven into fine on the village street. 
Every tenth man was called out and 
flogged wtifh the knout: some died. 
Two weeks l-a'.er. as they still held out, 

| every fifth man was Hogged. Th poor. 
Ignorant creaiunw* still held desp r&tely 
to w‘hat they thought their rights. 
Again the line, and now every’ man 
was dragged to the flogging. This pro¬ 
cess lasted for five y>€ars all over Rus¬ 
sia, until at last, bleeding and exhaust¬ 
ed, the peasants gave In." 

From that day Lo this the bulk of the 
land has remained in the hand* of the 
r.ctollity, the monasteries and the 
erowm, and the peasants have been 
chronically on the verge of starvation. 
They suffer from frequent famines, In 
which they die off like file?. Even the 
*tmill quantity of poor land nominally 
given therm they do not enjoy* on ac¬ 
count of the lien upon It, which ope¬ 
rates as a.grlevou* tax.

“Aunt Winnie” Whitson Served the 
Douglas Family Faithfully and 
Will Be Buried With Them. 


"Aunt Winnie" Whitson, e colored 
woman said to be 104 years of age, died 
at the home of Julia McCabe. 1013 Thir. 
teenth street, at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, of general debility. She will 
be buried this afternoon In Cave Hill 
cemetery ln a lot which contains the 
bodies of her former owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. George L. Douglas. 

Winnie Whitson, or "Aunt Winnie, 
as she was familiarly known, was born 
In Mississippi, near the beginning of the 
Nineteenth century.

The Gunners Wept. 

For five days Russian soldiers hurled 
themselves against the defenses and 
field artillery pounded them until the 
frosty air reverberated with the thun¬ 
der of cannon, the din of bursting shells 
»nd the rattle of musketry; but neither 
*teel-pointed shell nor nickel bullet 
* willed against the Croaen euiLhworks; 
The gunners actually wept with despair 
at the Impotence of the attack. Mortar 
batteries came up at a gallop in the 
hope of demolishing the fortifications. 
Night and day the stream of shells was 
poured against the earthworks, but it 
bad very little effect. 

The men seemed Indifferent to hunger 
Or cold. Which latter was of Arctio 
Intensity. Their fingers, hands and feet 
were benumbed, while stinging snow 
and dust blinded them. The slightest 
wound caused excruciating pain. Warm 
blood no sooner exuded from lacerated 
flesh than Jt began to freeze. The 
wounded could not be left exposed, and 
If they did not receive attention within 
an hour they died. T$he surgeons, their 
assistants and nurses were almost pow¬ 
erless In the bandaging of wounds, for 
they were obliged to wear leather glove* 

or mittens In order to resist the cold.

Decision In Case of Geo. 
B. Warner, 


Frankfort, Ky., Fel). 1— [Special.]— 
The Court of Appeal* to-day, the whole 
court sitting, and Judge Nunn deliver¬ 
ing the opinion, affirmed judgment of 
the Jefferson Criminal Court sentencing 
George B. Warner, the flayer of Pu¬ 
laski Leeds, to be hanged. The date 
fixed by the lower court for the ex¬ 
ecution having passed it will devolve 
upon the Governor to fix a day for the 
execution. Under the law attorneys 
for the condemned man have thirty 
days to file petition for rehearing, and 
the mandate of the court here will not 
go to the executive deportment for 
notion by the Governor until the pe¬ 
tition has been passed upon by the 
court.

The court here in the opinion of to¬ 
day takes up each of these reasons 
and discusses them, and says that the 

•urt did not err in any particular in 
the course of the trial. 

DECISION IN FAVOR 

OF LUMBER COMPANY. 


Washington, Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The 
best speecih of the eepdon on the ques¬ 
tion of railroad leg\s!iattfon was that de¬ 
livered In the House to-day by Repre¬ 
sentative Sherley, of Louisville. His 
time was several times extended, and 
he had the undivided attention A mcm- 
hers on both side* of the chamber, j 
many' of whom cam*? to his aeat and 
personally congratulated him when he 
had concluded. Representative Sibley, 
of Pennsylvania, one of the Republican 
lenders of the House, in consenting to 
an extension of 1 Mr. Sherley’s time, 
•add: 

"I am glad to know that there to 
some one on tin* floor who is deal'r.g 
with this problem on a high-minded, 
broad and c-omprertv.*fisive business 
plarve." 

Mr. Sibley’s remark was greeted with 
general applause. The non-pa rlb.an 
character of Mr. Sherley speech won 
for ihhn the praise of the members or 
the Interstate nnd Foreign Commerce 
Committee, who hav* for weeks been 
giving the subject the closest s udy, as 
well as the legal mlnd% of the Ho i*e. 

• • • 

Criticises the Proposed Bill. 

The rrraln portion of Mr. Sherley’s 
speech wa« dev\>t?d to an argument 
against the Each-Town•send Y. 'll. which 
bears >t:he indorsement of the Repub¬ 
lican* on the committee, though many 
Republican* on. ;he floor are not .‘^tic- 
fled with tihi bill us a whole. Mr. Slur- 
ley also intimated that he did net a*rcc 
with the provisions of the Davey BUI. 
presented by Lite Democva*.s, and added 
that if he felt entirely free to exercise 
hisown Individual Judgment In the mat¬ 
ter he did not know but that he would 
have to give the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the power :o lx a late. 
But, he sail, Ihe sentiment of the coun¬ 
try was oppoii* l t*i that view, and If 
proper Iegtolatlan could be had he 
would support it. 

• • • 

A Middleman’s Agitation. 

"In my humble judgment there has 
not been any great desire on the part 
of the ordinary producer to have this 
rate fixing power conferred." slid Mr. 
Sherley. “The whole agitation has been 
started by the middleman. The chief 
apostle of giving the commission »power 
Is Mr. Bacon. Mr. Bacon’* position ar:s- 
ea from th* fact that was a grain 
dealer in Milwaukee, and he found that 
the differentials established by the rail¬ 
road gave to Minneapolis, and in some 
Instances to Chicago, mi advantage over 
his locality. Instead of moving from 
Milwaukee to those places, where he 
could best do his business, he uncbir- 
tnkes to give to the commission a pow¬ 
er to disregard the natural conditions 
and force equality between section* and 
between cities. If you will examine One 
testimony before the committee, you 
will find that nine-tenth* of the com¬ 
plaints ttre complaints of communities, 
not because the raite is too high, but 
because the rate Is discriminatory as 
compared with another rate from an¬ 
other community. In other words, it 
Is a fight, a natural fight of sections 
desiring to get advantage In trade. 

• # • 

Competition May Be Stifled. 

"Now, I want to point out to the 
House thte fact: that every bit of legis¬ 
lation that has been enacted In regird 
to the regulation of railroads, has been 
enacted with the Idea of continuing and 
not stifling competition. I want to say 
to you that if you pnos an act that 
w ill give the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission arbitrary power over differen¬ 
tials, to raise a* well a* to Tower the 
rate, then you have taken the first 
step toward doing away with com pet i- 
tion. ^ _ 

“Now, whether you want that, wheth- 
er you ought to do that, is another 
question, and certainly you ought not 
to do it without knowing It. My chief 
purpose in speaking to-day is to call 
attention to the fact that this is a kind 
of change from the treatment of rail¬ 
roads. along the line of competitive 
endeavor to a treatment along the line 
of absolute supervision without compe¬ 
tition." 

Mr. Sherley continued by saying that 
he was unalterably opposed to giving 
the commission the power to determ n* 
that a differential is an unjust discrim¬ 
ination. and after determining il to 
raise a rate In order to adjust It. 

• • 0 

A Badly Proportioned Bill. 

According to Mr. Sherley, the Eech- 
Townsend bill devotes four sections to 
increasing the power of the commis¬ 
sion and eighteen sections to providing 
a method for carrying out that power 
—altogether a disproportion. He doubt¬ 
ed the wisdom of encumbering legisla¬ 
tion that is to be passed by any new* 
machinery of enforcement. As for 
Section 14 of the bill, he thought If 
Congress was going to give the com¬ 
mission power to flx a rate, it should 
not be given nominally, but actually, 
that the commission should be given 
every' legitimate right to make Its ac¬ 
tion effective and of value.

Additional Courts Undesirable. 
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Indianapolis. Ind., Feb. 1 .—[Special.] 
—Representative Qutrl, author of the

(testified to-day In the examination of 
Frank Evans and Khmer Broavnlhg, 
charged with the murder of Sarah 
Bchaofer, that he did not know Brown¬ 
ing and had never seen Evans, the 
crther defendant, until twenty day* 
after the murder. He said he had 
aever paid money to detectives to pre¬ 
vent tfheir running down views- against 
Evans: that he had never taken a 
buggy ride with M.i*s Love and never 
hired any one to got any letter fro-m 
(Mias Sc\haefer. and knew Mtss Love 
only slightly. MT. Lowe was not cross- 
examined. Several witnesses were put 
on the rtand to attack the reputation 
of "Dude’* Cook. 

iLtrvi Naugle testified that ** walked 
bom* with Evans the afternoon of the 
tnurder. They saiw a women on the 
other side of the street walking in the 
rain. The next mortulng when the body 
ns as discovered in the shed the witness 
end Evans visited the scene together 
nr.d Evans sild the woman killed was 
the one they saw the previous evening. 
Evans ww not excited ar.d talked 
eatarffy of the tragedy. 

Mrs. Jople Tapp, a neighbor of Evans, 
testified that she saw Evans standing 
on the veranda of his home between 
6:00 and 6:30 on the evening of The mur¬ 
der. and Joked with him for not being 
able to go to the lodge on account of 
the rain. 

•Mayor J. Hickson Smith testified that 
no affidavit had been filed against 
Evans for fighting on the day of the 
Bohaefer murder, as had been contend¬ 
ed by the State. 

He alro testified that Robert Owens 
called at his office and told him that 
George Riley had proposed that Owens 
secure a pair of Brownd-mg's trousers 
and smear blood on them. Attorney 
IRorufT testified that Owens had related 
no him a similar story. 

Deputy Prosecutor Fletcher testified 
that when "Dude” Cook told ft^r fftory 
before him during the early investiga¬ 
tion' of the n urder she had *n 1 d that 
Evans was not with Browning when 
•the crime was committed. 

Charles Tewell and Charles Lawrence 
testified that they were In the -ompany 
of Rachel Kelly on the xvigiht cf the mur¬ 
der. at the time she testified that *dv* 
was taking supper with Frank Evans 
at the Osborn Restaurant. 

Court then adjourned to take the dep¬ 
osition of Miss Eva Love, w ho Is ill.

SHEVrLLE. N. C., F*b. l.-George 
E. Smith, better known to the rac¬ 
ing world throughout the country 
as "Pittsburg Phil," the turf plung¬ 
er, died here to-day at the Win yah San¬ 
itarium, of consumption, ag d forty-three 
years. 

His mother, his brother, W. C. Smith, 
and a nephew, .T, C. Gill, were with him 
at the thne of hla death. "Pitt? burg 
Phil" catno to Asheville some four months 
ago in an almost hopeless condition men¬ 
tally and physically. For a time he ral¬ 
lied. but the end wtia sure. His death, 
though expected, epme suddenly. The 
body will leave here to-morrow afternoon 
for Pittsburg.

Brnfrth was one of the most wonddrful 
characters on the American turf. He was 
forty-three years old. About twenty-four 
years ago he was a cork cutter in a Pitts¬ 
burg factory, earning $15 a week. 

As a boy he liked race horses and was 
a frequenter of thef pool rooms in end 
about Plttdburg. He made honwracing a 
study and never In his career was he a 
reckless bettor. He studied form closely, 
and when convinced th.it a horse he liked 
was "fit” he would stake his money on 
his own opinion. Rumors and "tips” wore 
not considered by him. 

He had phenomenal luck in Pittsburg 
and soon ran the savings he Invested in 
the poolrooms Into thousands of dollars. 
Then his plunging nAlure aaserted Itself: 
He hit several of the Pittsburg bookmak¬ 
ers so hard that they had to close their 
books, and the other rooms, fearing his 
luck, refused his commissions. 

From Pittsburg he drifted to Chicago, 
and soon he became famous in the

port the game show dissatisfaction.

Would Be An Experiment. 

The general public desires and demands 
close and exciting contents. I.a»t year's 
rules surely afforded them these. Then, 
why change? if it were certain that the 
races for the pennant in the leagues 
would be made any closer or the games 
more exciting under the proposed or advo¬ 
cated changes of the rules, then there 
might be some reason or excuse for the 
new departure, but four strikes instead of 
three would be an experiment at the best. 

Then, again. Why try to pull the pitch¬ 
ers off their high pedestal of popularity? 
Certainly there, have been no more popu¬ 
lar players on the teams than the success¬ 
ful twirlers. Just think of the fame that 
Chewbro, McOitmlty. Matheweon. Young. 
Dlneen and other favorite box artists hav« 
reached! No such lasting sentiment would 
surround a batter who might make a 
home run once in a while. And It Is this 
senUhnenrt. heroic though it may be, that 
should be nursed, for It manufactures 
fins by the wholesale, and the more base¬ 
ball fans the more success for the great 
national game.

"They will 
grant us what we ask because It is only 
fair, nnd we hope to havo them see mat¬ 
ters in tho same light in which we pre¬ 
sent them. I think Garry* Hv.rrmnnn. as 
wefi as Ban Johuaon, w^.U agree on this 
point, and then the friendly relations ex¬ 
isting between all bas**ball Interests will 
be *t!U more firmly cemented." 

When asked about Denver and the 
Western League, he replied: "All I can 
say 1* that the Western League Is 60 to 
100 per cent, stronger than It wtu* last 
season, and that the Denver club will 
be found fighting for the lead. There will 
be some new faces on the team that give 
promise of adding strength. The players 
will all have to get a hustle on them¬ 
selves, ne we will tolerate no loafing, and 
expect rhem to make good and land tho 
flag.

A conference of tho two leagues wll-l 
probably lx? held in N*»w York on Feb¬ 
ruary 16. when the possibility of a world’s 
series will be cKsco ss c c l. The original date 
for the meetings wus February’ 30, but 
President Johnson has received a wire 
fr»>m Herrmann requesting that the meet¬ 
ing be held on the 15th Instead.

The investigation by the 
grand Jury began yesterday afternoon 
after several minor ca v <*a of men who 
sold whisky without a llcenne and one 
post-office ease had beeu Investigated. 
About 160 witnesses, the majority of 
■whom are negroes, appeared tu tratify 
before the grand Jury, atui It is expect¬ 
ed that two more days will be required; 
to hear xll the teatl-niony which the 
fjovermneitt expects to present to the 
grand jury.

He said That in order to prove a 
conspiracy It Was r.ot necessary that 
proof of the actual conversation and 
agreement between the accused men 
must. tie submitted, but if I be acts of 
•the accused men Indicate that there 
existed n commion understanding and 
the: all worked to one end. the con¬ 
spiracy was established. He also told 
the Jury that It was the province of the 
grand Jury to investigate the cases, 
.and If there was reasonable ground for 
belief that a conviction could be se¬ 
cured, to return the Indictments.

The Judge’s Charge. 

Judge Evans delivered the following 
charge: 

Mr. Foremen and Gentlemen: The court 
has been informed by the District Attor¬ 
ney that evidence has been produced* to 
him which tends to show gross violations 
of certain laws of the United States, so 
much so ns to make it Important that an 
investigation should be nuule by a grand 
Jury at a time anti -nnder cireurn©lances, 
winch will give facilities for fully and 
carefully doing so. For that reason and 
for that purpose 1 have called a special 
term of the court and summoned you 
here. The violations of law to which I 
refer are saJd to have grown largely out 
of occurrences ut and preceding the last 
November election, when a Representa¬ 
tive in CongTese was ohtwun. ami out of 
«m assault upon a person who aided in en¬ 
forcing the laws and because of his hav¬ 
ing done\»o. TV> an ordinary mind, cer¬ 
tainly to one const it u tail as mine is. 
questions concerning the eight of suf¬ 
frage are veiy simple and of easy solu¬ 
tion—that Ja to say. th* laws plainly fix 
the Qualifications of voters, and every 
person who poss^-sses tho© ♦nmJlfk-alions 
is entitled to vote. No one has a right U> 
hinder or prevent him from doing so, and 
if lie votes at all it Is the manifest duty 
of the officers of the election to count 
the vote as he cast It. To my understand¬ 
ing these things appear to admit of no 
doubt or question. The.^* being the rights 
of the citizen, he should not unlawful-)' 
be deprived of the opportunity to exercise 
them. Upon the free exercise of these 
rights good government must depend. The 
perpetuity of republican institutions rests 
upon them, awl I cannot see how any fair 
man can doubt the propositions 1 have 
suggested. Certain classes of evilly dis¬ 
posed persons, however, appear not to ac¬ 
cept them, but, on the contrary, to hold 
to the Idea that to obtain an office for 
•themselves, or upon certain vicious con¬ 
siderations to help another person get one. 
they may resort tef any practice however 
unlawful, depraves! and rascally It may 
be. To you and to roe, who are charged 
with the duty of s^-ing the laws executed, 
and who are bound by a most solemn oath 
In the promise*. such practices cannot 
appear to be admissible.

Quotes the Constitution. 

The fourteenth amendment to the Con- 
pi ttuffion of tho United fckates provides 
that "all p< rs^n# bor > or nailuraUzod in 
th* United States, and subject to tho 
mrUdlaUon thereof, aro citizens of tho 
United States and of the State wherein 
they reside " Tna second section of Arti¬ 
cle 1 of the Constitution of the United 
F.tatep provides for th* election of a Housj 
of Kepreovuiatlvcs to be composed of 
members oho**u every second year by the 
i-ervj-le of th* United Statt 3 , and declares 
In -no making of such choice that "the 
electors In each State shall have tho qiutl- 
tftraUon* requisite for the elect ora of the 
moat numerous branch of the State 
lature.'* Excepting persons under convic¬ 
tion for crime or who are idiots or In¬ 
sane, If a citizen baa complied with the 
law requiring him to register in tho city 
of Louisville, then -the Constitution pro¬ 
vision applicable to him b< found in S<-:> 
tion It *>f tho • oruvtliutlon of Kentucky, 
Which declares that "every mala citizen 
of the United States of the age i*f twenty- 
one year* who has resided In tho State 
one ye^r. and tr. th county six months, 
*uid in the precinct In which he offers to 
vote risty days pren-dlng the election, 
shall be a voter In vitrt precinct and not 
elsewhere.’* Tho Suprenv* Court of tho 
United States has frequently declared 
notably in the case of Swafford vs. Tem¬ 
pleton.

The Federal Statutes. 

Section 6 WG of the Revised Statu ms pro¬ 
vide* that If two or more r-mnre «v>n»!ffre 
Injure, oppress, threaten or IntlmiUte 
any citizen in th* free exercise or *njoy- 
tnetTt of any right or privilege secured to 
him by th** Const Rot Ion or laws of the 
United States, or because of his having 
exercised the same, they /-hull bo guilty 
of a ptrbllc offence, and Sr^tion SS 69 pro¬ 
vides that # if In the act of violating any 
provision of fvTfiS qny other fefonv or mis¬ 
demeanor b<f emrunittod. the offender shad 
he punished for rhe name t\ith such pun¬ 
ishment as may be prescribed by the taw* 
of the state In which the oTTensc Is com¬ 
mitted.

choosing a Representative In th*» C »ngTess 
of the United States they violate n lawt 
cf the United States. It 1* equally clear 
that If tw-> or more persons conspire to 
Injure or intlmklate any other person In 
the free excrrlse of the riglit to give In¬ 
formation to public officers or to give tes¬ 
timony In court In aid ox the execution of 
the laws of the country, or because such 
person ha* already ©xere’sed oither of 
tbos*> rl?id« the pcrn«n:s thus copspirlnx 
violate the 1 -iv.s of the United Stares f 
nny one of them does any act In further¬ 
ance of thn »gr**etnei.t.

Defines Conspiracy. 

A conspiracy may conveniently he de¬ 
scribed for the purposes of this occasion. 
ms an agreement by two or more persons 
to d»» an unlnwful »f*t. Such an agreement 
need not b« entered Into formally. It may 
ho tacit, it need not lv» pro%Td by direct 
sjid explicit sUMemcnu* as to the stipu¬ 
lations between the parties. It may be 
made to appear by proof of such acts of 
the parties accused as shown that there 
must have been p common understanding 
or purpose, tho effectuation of which ts 
the common object of such persons. 

If from the evidence produced before 
you it should nppear to your satisfaction, 
as fair-minded and reasonable men. that 
two or more persons have tacitly or ex¬ 
pressly agreed to injure, threaten, op- 
nrrss or intimidate any citizen of the 
United States In the free exercise of the 
right to vote at an election for a Repre¬ 
sentative in Unngres*. and If any one n f 
th© persons so agreeing has done any act 
to carry the ngTeement Into effect, then 
you should find and return an Indictment 
against all the persons so agreeing. The 
agreement to wiiirji 1 have referred need 
not necessarily relate to what may he 
done on the day of the ©lection. It may 
relate to that, or It may rebite to what 
was don© on or about the days when the 
registration of voters was going on under 
the law applicable to the city of Louis¬ 
ville The right to vote in the city of 
Louisville depends on being registered on 
one or the other of those days as a quali¬ 
fied voter, and mi agreement between two 
or more parties to do nets which will 
unlawfully prevent a cltlxen from thus 
registering In his own name and in his 
own right, may, if carried Into effect by 
the persons agreeing, be quite ns effective 
in blocking his effort or desire to vote for 
a Representative In Congress as would be 
the forcible driving of the citizen away 
from the polls on the day of the election. 
So that n conspiracy may relate to pur¬ 
poses to be accomplished on the registra¬ 
tion dave as well as to acts to he dono on 
the day of the election and vice versa. 
• • • 

May Tnclnds Officers. 

The agreement, so far ns It may relate 
to suffrage, may include in it as a means 
of accomplishing the desired object an 
assault upon the person offering to vote, 
or Indeed upon officers of the election. If 
In the latter caso the object of the as¬ 
sault be to Injure or Intimidate persons 
who are attempting to vote at an elec¬ 
tion for a Representative In <\mgress. or 
it may relate to the us© of power, fore© 
or money In the accomplishment of any 
of thus© objects which Section d.SOR of !h© 
Revised Statutes of the United States for¬ 
bids. 

If the conspiracy, as I have defined it, 
should re|at*» to anv person who has 
anight to aid In the enforcement of th© 
laws of the United States, then If you. ns 
fair and reasonable men. shall conclude 
from the evidence presented to >\ni that 
any two or more persons have agreed to¬ 
gether to injure, oppress, threaten or In¬ 
timidate any person because of his hav¬ 
ing given aid to any effort to execute the 
laws of the United States, either by re- 
curlng the arrest of persons **hurged with 
public offenses or by testifying in any 
Judicial proceeding, and If you *liaJl fur* 
thcr believe that any one of the persona 
who had so agreed together h«s don© any 
ait In furtherance of the agreement, then 
you should not fall to return an Indict¬ 
ment against all of them.

In order to reach 
proper ooncluslona, may. and Indeed 
should, consider the subsequent acts and 
conduct of th© suspected parties. Some of 
, th© pencils engaged in a conspiracy m-iy 
Ik* active at one stage of the work and 
some at another Indeed, aom© of them. 

! In order to shield their associate**. «r in 
*ome way to aid them in covering up or 
escaping the consequences of their oon- 
duet, may become active after the prln- 
' ©Ipel ©vents have taken pJace. For ex¬ 
ample, officers of various grades and func¬ 
tions may se«k to injure, oppress or in¬ 
timidate. even under the forms of law. 
persons who may have aided In enforcing 
the laws of the United States, and if this 
conduct upon their part was a purt of 
the conspiracy, or one of the means of Its 
aecoropiishm©nt or of aiding in the ©scape 
of those engaged in It. it would be your 
duty carefully to consider the testimony 
upon it, and If you should deem it proper, 
to Indict the guilty persons, however high 
or now in station they may he. or wheth©*- 
they were executive, ministerial or judi¬ 
cial officer*.

Rule of Reasonable Ground. 

Gentlemen, while you ar© endeavoring 
faithfully to discharge the Important 
dtuits the law devolves upon you, you 
should always remember one thing. It Li 
this: No citizen should be carelessly or 
lightly indicted for a public offense No 
citizen should lightly be subjected to 
either the humiliation, the expense or any 
other burden of un •accusation unless his 
case comes within th© rule now to be 
stated. Doubtless most or all of you have 
oftentimes In the trial of Criminal oasea 
h^ard the trial Jury’ told that they should 
not find the accused guilty unless th© evi¬ 
dence was such as to c-xoiude a reason¬ 
able doubt of his guilt. That rule tb*es 
not apply to the labors ami duties of a 
grand jury. The rule upplIcaKe to your 
duties is that you should not Indict any 
person unless, after hearing and carefully 
weighing oil of th© testimony, you should 
conclude that there ar© reasonable 
ground* for believing that he will b© con¬ 
victed if a trial la had In open court. Un¬ 
less you should so believe you should not 
Indict. But tf from the ©\*id©nc© present¬ 
ed to you, you rhnll oonclud© th»t there 
«re reasonable grounds for believing that 
l»o will be convicted at the trial in open 
; <v>urt. then you should return an indict- 
! menu No person accused of a public of¬ 
fense can be tried In ©pen court uni ss 
the grand Jury returns an indictment. 
Th© grand Jury should not undertake to 
pom upon th© question of actual guilt or 
Innocence, but should present to the court 
f >in accusation lo the form of an indict¬ 
ment If they shall believe from th« evi- 
j dene© that there are reasonable ground* 
for believing thtu the person thus accused 
j will b© convicted. 

I may ulao properly add that nothing to 
which X have alluded In the slightest de- 
, gree relates to or depends upon the color 
|e^her nf the person entitled to vote or 
ih© person entitled to testify, or the per¬ 
son accused of violating any law of the 
] Untied State*. Any consideration of th© 
question of irolor b» excluded, and should 
I be regarded by you ns wholly immaterial.

Importance of Duty. 

Mr. Foreman and gentlemkf). the laws 
of th© United States all reUM© to lin- 
portant objects. They wer*> cmaoted for 
wls© and useful purposes. They were not 
Idly made. They were made to be ©n- 1 
fori*©d. In order that the benefits intended 
to be accomplished by th*»ir enactment 
rmiy com© to our citizenship Th© grand 
Jury and the court have solemn duties to 
jHTform. w^hich cannot, with due regard 
to the oaths wo have taken, be either 
evaded or neglected f rrrp.vu. thuf iw» 
Citizen should be lightly or carelessly ar- ! 
eu£*d of a public offense; but whlh» this 
Is so, the grand Jury would be unworthy 
of the name of citizen* If. through fear 
or favor, or through political or personal 
Influences, they omitted to discharge their 
duty both to tne United States and to the 
Individual citizen. They would h© aUU» 
unworthy of confidence If they Indicted 
any citizen upon mere Prejudice or i*ur- ' 
tlssn feeling of nny kina.

Judge Andergon, In the Federal Court 
at Indianapolis* Tuesday afternoon 
handed down a decision In the suit 
brought by the Barber Asphalt Com¬ 
pany against the city of New Albany, 
considered by the officials of that city 
to be a decided victory. About a year 
ago the New Albany Common Council 
adopted a resolution rescinding a con¬ 
tract made nearly a year before with 
trie Barber Asphalt Company for the 
Improvement of West Mjjin, Spring. 
State and Vincennes streets. After¬ 
ward a resolution whs adopted direct¬ 
ing the Chief of Police to prevent the 
company from making excavations nf 
any kind on the streets. 

In June of fast year the Barber As¬ 
phalt Company tiled an Injunction suit 
in the Fedora! Court, at Indlanapolls 
to restrain the c‘ty of Now Albany 
from annulling the contract. A de¬ 
murrer was filed by the city. Tills 
demurre- w ,\a sustained by Judge An¬ 
derson Tuesday afternoon, after having 
been before that tribunal for many 
months. Judge Anderson held, how - 
fcv*r. that the company Jiad a remedy 
against the city In a suit for damages, 
while it had no cuiihc of action in tin 
injunction suit. The company will 
take the case to the United States 
Court of Appeals, at Chicago, where 
there will probably he another delay 
of nearly a year. In the meantime 
attorneys for the Barber Asphalt 
Company will bring an action for dam¬ 
ages. as suggested, against the city of 
New Albany for annulling the contract. 
While it has not been decided ns to the 
damages to be demanded. It Is probable 
the proposed suit will be for the 
amount of profit there would have 
been In the contracts had they been 
carried out. 

OVER ONE HUNDRED SUITS 

To Recover Taxes On Alleged Se¬ 
questered Property. 

In the Floyd Circuit Court at New 
Albany next Monday L23 suits will lx? 
filed by the Boa«rd of Commissioners of 
Floyd county, represented by Charles 
W. Schindler, County Attorney, against 
that number of defendants to recover 
taxes due Floyd county on sequestered 
property unlawfully withheld from 
taxation* 

The property, some of which has 
been sequestered from taxation for 
many years, will aggregate $125,000, and 
it Is estimated that the taxes owing 
on it which have been withheld from 
the tax duplicate will amount to more 
than $25,000. Much of this property 
consisting of mortgages ou real estate 
and other personal property. Is held by 
people of New Albany and Floyd coun¬ 
ty in Illinois. Minnesota. Texas, Cali¬ 
fornia and. In fee* I n ’ nearly every 
State. Some have been withheld for 
twenty years, while others only for a 
few years. This sequestered property 
has been discovered by the tax fefret, 
C. W. Willey, who has been at work 
In New Albany and Floyd county for 
the last three years. The suits to be 
brought next Monday are only a part, 
and within a few months additional 
actions will be Instituted-

Saloons are barred in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Twenty-first and Walnut 
streets, although this seems to be a de¬ 
sirable location. The Licence Board de¬ 
cided yesterday that no permit will be 
granted for a salopn at this corner, 
and for the second time refused a. li¬ 
cense. The applicant who was refused 
the license yesterday was Robert J. 
Cope. A strong protest was tngde by 
the residents of tliat neighborhood, es¬ 
pecially from the congregation of the 
Twenty-second and Walnut-street Bap¬ 
tist church. The facts which were pre¬ 
sented Jn the remonstrance were con¬ 
sidered sufficient, and the board did not 
hear any witnesses, simply rejecting 
thg application and announcing that no 
others need apply. 

The complaint against Julius and Au¬ 
gust Bronger. which whb to be heard 
yraterday. was postponed until to-mor¬ 
row afternoon, when it and the case 
against John Gerdts will be taken up. 
Both of these eases were brought be¬ 
fore the board by the Chief of Police, 
who charges that the saloon* conducted 
by the men an- disorderly and that rob¬ 
beries have tuk*»n place within them. 
The case against Gerde* arose out of 
the alleged robbery of Uharles fCarpen¬ 
ter. who lost $180. This ami the case 
against the Brongern are the first of a 
number which will be brought by the 
police before the License Board. F. J. 
Herrmann, chairman of the board, has 
directed the f’htef of Police to summon 
all proprietors of saloons In which rob¬ 
beries take place and lei the board hear 
the facts In the case ami determine 
whether the saloonkeeper Is responsible 
or negligent In any way. Regarding the 
application of Uope. Mr. Herrmann said 
yesterday afternoon: 

“The people in that section do not 
want a saloon. This hns been demon¬ 
strated several times, and only recently 
we refused to grant a license for a sa¬ 
loon near the church. The board will 
not grant a rHtloon llceps* If the people 
who Use near‘to It do not want it. and 
especially will we refuse the license 
when the proposed saloon is near a 
church. In this case, although it ma¬ 
jority of the registered voter* Jn the 
precinct did not sign the protest, we 
thought It proper to refuse the license 
and did not think the witnesses In th£ 
case would have thrown any light on 
the subject. In other cases we have 
determined to break up the saloons 
which allow rough character* to loaf 
about, and whenever a man Is robbed 
In one of lives** saloons the proprietor 
w ill have to come before u« ami .ex¬ 
plain. The saloon men can be reached 
through their licenses better than any 
other way. and we will back up the po. 
lice.” _ 

WILL RECOMMEND C. C. MURPHY 

For City Assessor To Succeed His 
Brother. 

C. C. Murphy, Assistant City Assess¬ 
or. will be recommended by the Fi¬ 
nance Committee of the General Coun¬ 
cil as the successor of Daniel F. Mur¬ 
phy. The committee will make its re¬ 
port at the meeting of the General 
Council next Tuesday night, and it Is 
practically certain that Mr. Murphy 
will be elected without opposition. The 
committee met with the Mayor yester- 
dav to discuss this and other matters 
which the Mayor wanted settled before 
he left for his vacation, and It wa« 
unanimously agreed that Mr. Murphy 
would be the proper inan to succeed his 
brother. The election will be for the 
time between now and the regular elec¬ 
tion In November. The committee 
agreed on nothing else, but Joined in 
wishing the Mayor a pleasant trip.

Change of Mayors. 


Leroy A. Canter, or as he was more 
familiarly known. Lee Canter, died at 
Ms home In Utica, six, miles east of 
Jeffersonville, Tuesday midnight of 
paralysis, which followed a long Ill¬ 
ness that finally developed Into Bright’s 
disease. Uls death hart been expected 
for weeks. For years Mr. Canter had 
conducted a grocery at Utica and was 
looked upon ns the leading man of the 
little town, being banker and adviser 
for those who dealt with him. 

He was a native of Clark county, 
Ind.. and had lived within Us boundary 
ail his life. When still a boy he moved 
with his parents to Utica, and there 
began his business career. He was a 
Democrat and became the leader of 
that party in his locality, being repeat¬ 
edly elected Township Trustee, his last 
term expiring January 1. In 1804 he 
was elected County Treasure? and took 
his office January 1, 1S05, serving one 
term of two years. At the election In 
1890 Mr. Canter's party met defeat at 
the polls, and he went down with the 
remainder of the ticket. Mr. Canter 
was married at Utica on January 17, 
1878, to Miss Jennie Brendall, who sur¬ 
vives along with one daughter. Mrs. 
James C. Glossbrenner. of Jefferson¬ 
ville, and a son, who was his business 
partner. Carlos Carter. A sister. Mrs. 
Mollle Gonder. lives in Louisville, and 
another, Mrs. Sue Gunter, In Indian¬ 
apolis. One brother, George Canter, 
resides in Jeffersonville. 

Mr. Canter was a member of the 
Presbyterian church and belonged to 
the Masons and Knights of Pythias. 
The funeral will take place from the 
Utica* Presbyterian church this after¬ 
noon at 2 o’clock, the Rev. W. M. El¬ 
liott, of Charlestown, officiating.

9,717.693 BALES 

Quantity of Cotton Ginned In 695 
Counties Up To January 16. 

Washington. Feb. 1.—The census re¬ 
port for cotton ginned to January 16 In 
690 counties shows 9,717,693 bale*, 
counting half bales as round bales.< 
compared with 7.168.381 bales In the 
same counties last year. The quantity 
ginned in these counties between De¬ 
cember 13 and January 16 is 494.954 
running bales. To December 13. 1904, 
the remaining number of unreported 
counties had ginned 2.748,738, counting 
round bales as half bales. Four hun¬ 
dred and seventy-seven ginneries re¬ 
fused to report. The quantity previ¬ 
ously returned by these have been 
brought forward in this report without 
addition. The total amount brought 
forward is 134,111 running bales. 

The report by Stales in counties re¬ 
ported to date for operations prior to 
January 16 last follows.

COMPARED WITH OTHER 
YEARS. 

Financial suspensions were numerous during 
the calendar year 1001. more »o. In fact, than 
In any of the six yettn preceding. Advance 
chert* contain«ng a t»v|»v of thl* clas* of fail¬ 
ures by Bradstreet’e agency furnish an Inter- 
eating analysis. It U pointed out that, hank 
failures In 1001 did not equal thoae uf’ 1003. 
There were hlnety-*1x suspension.-* of tiatkcmai, 
State, saving# and private bank* and loan and 
truat companies, as against a combined total 
of ninety such institutions In 1003. twenty-nin* 
In 1902 and fifty-«Jx In 1901. It U» necessary 10 
go bnrk to 1897. when 105 nuch concerns failed, 
to find a total exceeding that of th*- present 
year. It la to be noted, however, that 189ft 
had two failure* for evtry one In 1004, and 
1883. :he panic year, had aix lime* aa many 

Some Irregularities In ibe return* are *h :wn 
accordingly a* the different rln^ocs of bank 
failures are considered. For Instance. th* 
number* of national and saving* banka failing 
show incrcajif*. not only over 1PC3, but over 
every year preceding bock to 1K>7. On th# 
other band fewer State and private bank and 
trust company suspensions are noted than in 
1903, though th# number of then* exceed any 
preceding year since 1897 

When liabilities of falling institutions art 
considered, th* *howlng I# rather belter than 
In 1903. On# inference Is that the strain waa 
mors severe on the emaller and weaker con¬ 
cern* then It wa* In the preceding y#*r. From 
thl* it might lie reasoned. In the case of the 
national banks suspending, tliat a portion of 
the Increase In the failures was due to ill- 
managed banks which have cmbnriced in busi¬ 
ness under the revised national bank act per- 
mltt.ng the starting of smaller and le«* a-b*- 
quately provided concern*. In any cotwidera- 
tlon of the*# statistics of course it should be 
borns In mind that the chief stress in banking 
lines, as in general commercial enterpt i*«, 
was in the fiscal year which began In July. 
1903. and loafed until the cl<**e of June, 1901. 
The failures in that period, as shown by UraJ- 
streefs report to the Controller of the Cur¬ 
rency. exceeded those for the calendar year 
now under conildejnuiot). In th# fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1904, there wsrf 102 financial 
suspensions. Involving $31,774,895 in llabllltirs 
and $24.2t>«1.823 tn aasets. 

The total Itabllltle* of failing banks In 1904 
aggregated $22,339,366. a diK'reaiic of 34 per 
cent. Iraro 1903 The 1904 liabilities, however, 
exceeded those of 1902 by nearly f mr to one, 
and U Is necessary tu go back to isthl to find 
larger liabilities than those of the year just 
closed. From the annexed table* %ve learn 
that national bank liabilities were 17 per cent, 
smaller than in 1903, despite an increase in 
number. Th# eating* bank liabilities w^re. 
however, heavily increased, though tho average 
amount w«a small Private bonk auspenstm* 
show 21 t>er cent. lews Itebilittcw, but tha r-aily 
*ttiking deerroee in liabilities from 1903 1* .n 
the item of loan and trust companies, which 
are lew than on*-#ixth those of the latter year.
